Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1954. 

The  general  health  of  the  Borough  continues  to  be  good  and  there 
was  no  outbreak  of  serious  infectious  disease  during  the  year.  The  Live 
BirthRate  was  16.8  per  thousand  population  compared  with  17.7  for  the 
previous  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  32  per  thousand  live 
births,  compared  with  28  for  the  previous  year,  which  was  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  for  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  deaths  increased  to  710,  compared  with  616  for 
1953.  Of  these,  113  were  due  to  cancer  compared  with  109  for  the 
previous  year,  an  upward  trend  which  is  general  throughout  the 
country.  There  was  an  increase  in  deaths  due  to  heart  and  vascular 
diseases.  On  the  other  hand,  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  fell  to 
0.18,  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the  Borough.  There  was 
one  mild  outbreak  of  food  poisoning,  affecting  24  persons  at  a local 
hospital. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  continues  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Staff  Changes. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  the  medical  staff  was  up  to  establishment 
throughout  the  year.  On  the  1st  October,  1954,  an  agreement  was 
concluded  between  this  Authority  and  the  Birmingham  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  whereby  responsibilities  for  prevention,  care  and  after- 
care, under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  in 
! respect  of  tuberculosis  is  now  carried  out  on  behalf  of  this  Authority 
i by  the  Chest  Physician.  Mr.  Peter  Duffield,  Principal  Dental  Officer, 

! resigned  on  the  15th  January,  1954,  and  was  re-engaged  on  the  1st 
^Oaober,  1954. 
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Mr.  F.  V.  A.  Smith,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  resigned  during  the 
year  after  43  years’  service  with  the  Corporation,  and  was  succeeded : 
by  Mr.  E.  Mitton.  During  the  year,  two  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors 
resigned  to  take  up  appointments  elsewhere,  and  up  to  the  end  of  the : 
year  it  had  not  been  possible  to  fill  the  vacancies.  The  shortage  of  I 
Sanitary  Inspectors  throughout  the  country  is  causing  serious  concern, 
and  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department  has  been  carried : 
on  with  difficulty  with  a depleted  staff. 

I again  have  to  report  the  number  of  Health  Visitors  remains; 
under  establishment,  despite  all  attempts  to  fill  the  vacancies,  either  i 
by  qualified  Health  Visitors  or  by  trainees. 

Ambulance  Service. 

I have  to  report  a welcome  reduction  in  mileage,  number  ofi 
journeys,  and  number  of  patients  carried.  This  is  partly  due  to  the . 
provision,  by  the  Burton  upon  Trent  Infirmary,  of  an  ambulance  for : 
doing  their  inter-hospital  transfers.  On  the  other  hand,  more  requests 
have  been  received  to  transport  patients  to  distant  hospitals. 

Housing. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  houses  for  persons  displaced  from  unfit  i 
houses,  very  little  progress  has  been  made  in  demolishing  the  295  unfit  i 
houses  referred  to  in  the  Housing  Survey  given  in  my  Report  for  last  i 
year.  Now  that  the  Survey  has  been  completed  and  the  information 
transmitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  an  early  allocation  of  additional  houses  will  be  made : 
to  this  Authority,  so  that  these  unfit  houses  can  be  dealt  with. 

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods. 

This  responsibility  was  transferred  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  to 
the  Health  Department  on  the  28th  June,  1954,  and  it  has  involved  a 
considerable  amount  of  additional  administrative  work  to  the  Depart- 
ment. It  was  found  necessary  to  adapt  a large  room  at  the  Cross  Street  i 
Infant  Welfare  Centre  for  this  purpose,  and  to  engage  an  additional 
part-time  clerk.  During  the  period  28th  June  to  31st  December,  1954, 
33,000  packages  of  food  were  handled,  and  sales  amounted  to  £960. 

I wish  to  express  to  the  Chairman,  Members  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Health  Department  Staff,  my  thanks  for  the  loyal 
support  they  have  given  to  me  throughout  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply.  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company 
is  responsible  for  the  public  water  supply  to  the  Borough.  The  supply 
is  drawn  from  deep  wells  at  Chilcote  (Leicestershire),  Fradley  and 
Trent  Valley,  and  is  satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Softening  plants  are  installed  at  Chilcote  and  Fradley. 

The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Chemical  examinations  of  the  piped  supply  were  carried  out 
at  the  laboratories  of  Messrs.  Matthews  and  Lott,  Bridge  Street, 
Burton  upon  Trent. 

The  bacteriological  examinations  continued  to  be  done  at  the 
County  Laboratory,  Derby. 

Sixteen  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  (four  chemical  and 
twelve  bacteriological)  and  were  satisfactory.

207  new  cases  received  treatment  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  and  a total  of  2,706  attendances  was  made  during  the 
year.  In  nearly  all  the  cases  improvement  in  the  condition  was  noted.

'Welfare  Centre,  Cross  Street,  on  Wednesday  afternoons  at  2 o’clock. 
Dr.  G.  M.  Curtois,  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  was  in  charge.

Cases  are  booked  on  social 
grounds  for  admission  to  the  Nursing  Institution  and  Andressey 
Hospital.  The  home  circumstances  of  the  cases  are  enquired  into, 
and  if  it  is  impossible  for  the  confinement  to  take  place  at  home,  arrange- 
ments are  made  for  admission  to  the  Nursing  Institution  or  Andressey 
Hospital. 

Maternity  Outfits.  302  maternity  outfits  were  issued  from 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  Cross  Street,  to  expectant  mothers  whose 
confinements  were  taking  place  at  their  own  homes. 

Notification  of  Births.  The  number  of  births  notified  as  having 
occurred  in  the  Borough  was  850  including  12  still  births.

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DENTAL  CARE  OF  EXPECTANT  AND  NURSING  MOTHERS 
AND  CHILDREN  UNDER  SCHOOL  AGE 

The  following  report  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Peter  Duffield, 
L.D.S.,  B.D.S.,  Principal  Dental  Officer,  on  the  Dental  Care  of 
Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Children  under  School  Age : — 

The  improvement  shown  in  1953  has  been  continued  during 
1954,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  statistical  summary,  and  is  a definite 
indication  that  the  Dental  Service  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers 
and  Young  Children  is  becoming  more  widely  known  and  appreciated. 

The  disparity  between  the  number  of  patients  treated  and  the 
number  made  dentally  fit  deserves  comment.  There  are  some  patients 
whose  treatment  is  still  in  progress,  and  who  will  eventually  become 
dentally  fit,  but  the  greater  part  of  the  difference  is  comprised  of 
patients  who  have  had  their  pain  relieved  and  have  failed  to  keep 
further  appointments  given  to  them.  These  unkept  appointments  mean 
time  wasted  which  could  well  be  devoted  to  more  willing  patients. 

Extractions  and  Fillings.  When  these  figures  are  related  to  the 
number  of  patients  treated,  the  extraction  figures  are  considerable.  It 
does  appear  that  decay  advances  at  a more  rapid  rate  when  the  patient 
is  an  expectant  or  early  nursing  mother  than  it  does  under  more  normal 
circumstances,  and,  in  many  cases,  the  reason  for  seeking  dental  treat- 
ment is  toothache.  Dental  inspection  in  the  very  early  stages  of  preg- 
nancy should  be  an  essential  part  of  ante-natal  care. 

It  is  distressing  to  have  so  many  children  under  five  years  old  who 
require  teeth  extracted.  In  every  case  treatment,  alternative  to  extrac- 
tion, was  almost  an  impossibility.  When  deciduous  teeth  have  reached 
an  advanced  stage  of  decay,  conservative  treatment  is  a fairly  lengthy 
process,  especially  in  view  of  the  age  of  the  patients,  and  many  mothers 
are  either  reluctant  or  unable  to  devote  the  time  required.  If  the 
children  could  be  examined  regularly  and  frequently,  more  fillings  and 
fewer  extractions  would  be  recorded. 

Dentures.  These  are  now  being  provided  and  fitted  at  the 
Authority’s  Dental  Clinic,  and  patients  are  no  longer  being  advised  to 
consult  private  practitioners  on  this  point. 

X-rays.  Although  no  X-rays  were  required  during  1954,  facilities 
were  available  at  the  Burton  General  Infirmary.  A dental  X-ray  unit 
is  being  installed  at  the  Authority’s  Dental  Clinic  in  January,  1955, 
after  which  the  Dental  Officer  will  be  able  to  provide  any  X-ray  films 
required. 
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As  a preliminary  step  in  the  process  of  improving  Dental  Health, 
and  in  an  endeavour  to  move  towards  the  ideals  mentioned  in  this 
report,  the  Dental  Officer  is  visiting  the  various  Welfare  Centres  at 
intervals  of  6-8  weeks  in  order  to  encourage  greater  use  of  the  dental 
facilities  and  to  carry  out  a programme  of  Dental  Education.  For  this 
purpose,  film  strips,  posters,  models  and  leaflets  have  been  obtained, 
and  these  emphasise  the  various  aspects  of  good  Dental  Health. 

It  is  hoped  that  1955  will  see  a more  rapid  improvement  in  the 
Dental  Health  of  the  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Young 
Children,  and  a wider  use  of  the  facilities  provided.

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Care  of  Premature  Infants.  Arrangements  for  the  care  of 
premature  children  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  20/44  have  been  carried  on.  The  equipment  provided 
for  the  home  nursing  of  premature  infants  was  however  not  used 
during  the  year,  as  the  majority  of  premature  infants  requiring  special 
care  are  transferred  to  one  of  the  Premature  Infant  Units  at  Birming- 
ham. 

Care  of  Illegitimate  Children.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate 
births  was  12.3  in  1945,  and  it  dropped  to  4.8  in  1949.  In  1951  it  fell 
to  4.6  and  to  4.5  in  1952.  The  pre-war  figure  was  about  2%.  During 
1953  the  figure  rose  to  5%,  and  in  1954  was  5.1%. 

Circular  2866  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  suggested  that  Welfare 
Authorities  should  co-operate  with,  and  reinforce  the  work  of  voluntary 
moral  welfare  organisations  and  this  suggestion  has  been  implemented 
by  the  making  of  a grant  to  the  Committee  of  the  Girls’  Home  in  the 
town.  This  home  does  much  valuable  work  in  the  district. 

Domestic  Help  Scheme.  This  scheme  was  carried  on  by  the 
W.V.S.,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  domestic  helps 
employed  was,  whole-time  0,  part-time  20,  and  the  number  of  cases 
attended  was  208,  viz.  : —

The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  have  submitted  the  following 
report  on  the  Domestic  Help  Service  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1954:— 

“ The  total  number  of  cases  served  was  208,  this  being  a slight 
1 increase  on  last  year,  mainly  in  ‘ chronic  ’ cases.  The  number  per  week 
1 fell  during  the  summer  but  is  now  back  in  the  eighties.  There  have 
' been  94  assessed  cases  and  the  rebate  is  now  usually  more  than  the 
amount  recovered  each  week.  The  number  of  Helps  employed  has 
fallen  from  24  to  20  and  this  has  up  to  now  proved  sufficient,  in  fact 
some  of  them  have  not  been  fully  employed  every  week,  especially 
during  the  summer.  Most  of  them,  now  that  the  wages  are  so  good, 
are  willing  to  stand  down  for  a few  hours  now  and  then,  and  only 
2 unemployed  hours  have  been  charged.  The  bulk  of  the  work  is  done 
in  the  morning ; there  are  few  full-time  cases  and  we  do  not  guarantee 
; afternoon  work  to  any  of  the  Helps. 
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Two  accounts  have  been  handed  to  the  Borough  Treasurer  for 
collection,  but  in  general  the  payments  come  in  regularly  without 
trouble. 

The  usual  series  of  Training  Talks  has  been  held,  comprising  talks 
on  Accidents  in  the  Home,  Sanitation,  Cooking  and  Bedmaking.” 

Home  Nursing.  The  Home  Nursing  Service  continued  to 
function  very  satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and  a staff  of  8 full-time 
nurses  and  1 part-time  relief  nurse  was  employed.  629  cases  were 
attended,  and  34,795  visits  made.

Of  the  first  class,  two  of  such  persons  are  in  full-time  employment, 
whilst  one  of  the  persons  in  the  third  category  does  a fair  amount  of 
voluntary  work  with  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service. 
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Although  the  Welfare  Services  Committee  had  hoped  to  have 
established  on  a working  basis  a scheme  arranged  in  conjunction  with 
the  South  Staffordshire  Coimcil  of  Social  Service,  for  teachers  of  handi- 
carfts  to  attend  to  suitable  handicapped  persons,  this  has  not  yet  been 
put  into  operation.  The  facilities  available  for  their  welfare  accordingly 
are  confined  to  general  visiting,  and  to  making  arrangements  with 
other  official  bodies,  such  as  the  National  Assistance  Board,  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  the  Ministry  of  Pensions,  to  ensure  their 
financial  position,  their  possible  registration  under  the  Disabled 
Persons  (Employment)  Act,  1944,  and  to  make  any  claims  for  invalid 
chairs  as  may  be  necessary. 

At  the  same  time  close  touch  is  maintained  with  the  several 
voluntary  orgamsations  within  the  Borough,  and  arrangements  for 
domiciliary  help  entered  into. 

Ambulance  Service.  The  arrangement  which  has  been  in 
operation  since  1949,  whereby  the  Ambulance  Service  is  manned 
by  Fire  Service  personnel,  and  operates  from  the  Fire  Station  has 
continued.

The  number  of  journeys  shows  a decrease  of  606  over  1953.  The 
number  of  patients  carried  also  shows  a decrease  of  843.  The  mileages 
performed  shows  a decrease  of  9,243.  The  average  distance  of  each 
journey  is  9.2  miles,  whilst  for  every  journey  performed,  an  average 
of  1 . 78  patients  were  carried. 

The  reduction  in  the  mileage  is  possibly  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Burton  upon  Trent  Infirmary  placed  into  service  their  own  ambulance 
for  doing  the  inter-hospital  transfers,  within  their  own  group,  which 
consequently  relieved  the  Ambulance  Service.  The  following  figures 
show  the  mileages  performed  in  1953  when  the  Infirmary  did  not 
possess  an  ambulance  of  their  own  and  those  for  1954.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a reduction  of  7,019  miles  in 
this  work  over  the  past  year,  but  many  more  requests  are  being  received 
to  transport  patients  to  distant  hospitals  outside  hospital  area,  e.g., 
Smethwick  Hospital,  Warwick  Hospital,  and  Birmingham  Hospitals 
for  treatment. 

Another  factor  which  may  account  for  the  decrease  in  the  mileage 
is  the  vigilance  which  the  Ambulance  Service  show  on  the  question  of 
standing  order  cases.  In  this  connection  the  co-operation  of  the  Records 
Office  at  the  Infirmary  help  to  clear  some  of  the  treatment  cases  earlier 
than  was  the  custom  in  the  past.  All  treatment  cases  are  reviewed  at 
fortnightly  intervals. 

Many  more  requests  are  received  to  transfer  premature  babies  to 
the  various  units  in  Birmingham,  and  it  is  considered  that  the  time  is 
almost  opportune  to  the  setting  up  a such  unit  within  the  County 
Borough — thus  reducing  the  mileage  of  the  Ambulance  Service  still 
further. 

The  treatment  cases  to  St.  Matthew’s  Hospital,  Burntwood,  show 
an  increase,  and  on  occasions  it  has  been  necessary  to  order  a Corpora- 
tion bus  to  transport  the  patients  owing  to  the  numbers  attending  at 
St.  Matthew’s  for  treatment.

Blood  Transfusion  Service.  A register  of  blood  donors  is 
kept  in  the  Department,  and  at  intervals  arrangements  are  made  with 
the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  for  donations  of  blood. 
For  this  purpose,  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in  Cross  Street  is  used. 
This  has  proved  a very  satisfactory  arrangement,  as  the  Centre  is 
readily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  town  and  outlying  districts. 

During  the  year  there  were  5 sessions  and  453  donations  of  blood 
were  given.  There  are  880  donors  on  the  register.

(c)  Co-ordination  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and 
Hospital  Management  Committees. 

The  closest  co-operation  and  liaison  is  maintained  between 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  Hospital  Management  Committees 
and  the  Local  Health  Authority,  and  although  some  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  relation  to  the  obtaining  of  vacancies  in 
institutions  for  mental  defective  patients,  this  is  due  to  the 
general  lack  of  accommodation  for  such  patients.  There  is  also 
a close  liaison  between  the  medical  and  lay  staffs  of  the  Board, 
Management  Committees  and  Local  Authority. 

{d)  Duties  Delegated  to  Voluntary  Organisations. 

None  of  the  duties  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  are 
delegated  to  Volimtary  Organisations. 

(e)  Training  of  Staff. 

The  Guide  Assistant  at  the  Occupation  Centre,  Miss  B. 
Cox,  completed  a Course  of  Training  for  Occupation  Staffs, 
organised  by  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health,  in 
conjunction  with  Manchester  University,  and  obtained  the 
Supervisor’s  Diploma. 

2.  ACCOUNT  OF  WORK  UNDERTAKEN  IN  THE 
COMMUNITY. 

(a)  Prevention,  Care  and  After-care. 

The  services  of  the  Local  Health  Authority,  as  prescribed  by 
Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  have  been  fully 
maintained. 

A psychiatric  clinic  is  held  each  Tuesday  afternoon  at  the  General 
Hospital  and  is  manned  by  medical  staff  from  St.  Matthews’  Hospital, 
Burntwood.  This  is  proving  of  inestimable  value.  Persons  suffering 
from  mental  illness,  however  slight,  are  referred  to  this  clinic  by  the 
general  practitioners,  and  the  illness  is  treated  in  the  early  stages, 
treatment  becoming  more  effective  and,  where  hospital  treatment  is 
necessary,  shortens  the  period  in  hospital.

During  the  year,  there  was  a further  increase  in  the  number  of 
persons  admitted  into  mental  hospitals  and  this  involved  a correspond- 
ing increase  in  the  number  requiring  after-care. 

In  cormection  with  after-care,  upon  a patient’s  discharge  from 
hospital,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  furnished  with  a copy  of  a 
report  sent  to  the  patient’s  general  praaitioner,  indicating  the  type  of 
treatment  received,  together  with  recommendations  of  future  treatment 
and  after-care.  The  after-care  is  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Health 
Officer  in  conjunction  with  the  patient’s  general  practitioner. 

(b)  Under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890-1930. 

The  number  of  persons  requiring  hospital  treatment  for  mental 
and  nervous  disorders  has  again  increased.  A total  of  114,  as  against 
85  for  1953,  and  65  for  1952.  Of  this  total,  67  (or  59%)  were  admitted 
as  Voluntary  Patients,  and,  despite  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cases, 
recourse  to  certification  was  only  necessary  in  eleven  instances.  The 
remaining  cases,  admitted  imder  short  term  orders,  were  sufficiently 
recovered  to  return  home,  or  complete  their  treatment  as  Voluntary 
Patients,  at  the  termination  of  the  period  of  the  orders. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  from  hospital,  68%  had  been  in  hospital 
less  than  a month. 

The  development  of  out-patient  treatment  at  St.  Matthew’s 
Hospital,  Bumtwood,  has  continued,  proving  advantageous  to  patients 
who  might  have  had  to  enter  hospital,  or  remained  in  hospital  for  a 
longer  period. 

The  Duly  Authorised  Officer  Service  has  been  fully  maintained 
to  deal  with  emergency  admissions  to  hospital  and  where  necessary  to 
provide  for  the  certification  and  conveyance  of  mental  patients  to 
hospital. 


(c)  Under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  1913-1938. 

In  relation  to  the  ascertainment  of  mental  defectives  within  the 
f.  Area,  the  School  Medical  Service  comes  under  the  control  of  the 
^ Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  in  consequence  all  backward  children 
attending  school  are  brought  to  his  notice.  In  addition  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Department  refer  all  cases  of  backward  pre-school 
I children  to  the  Health  Department  for  investigation  and  the  general 
r practitioners  are  very  co-operative  in  this  respect. 

The  greater  number  of  referrals  are  comprised  of  children  referred 
vby  the  Local  Education  Authority. 
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During  the  year,  five  new  cases  were  dealt  with,  one  being  admitted 
to  an  Institution,  three  placed  under  Statutory  Supervision,  and  one 
under  Voluntary  Supervision. 

On  the  31st  December,  1954,  an  analysis  of  the  cases  of  mental

All  persons  under  Statutory  and  Voluntary  Supervision  are  visited 
in  their  homes  at  least  quarterly  by  the  Mental  Health  Officer.  In 
addition  he  visits  the  homes  of  patients  in  Institutions,  whenever 
requested  so  to  do  by  the  Hospital  Management  Committees,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  reports  thereon  in  connection  with  the  renewal  or 
otherwise  of  detention  orders  and  the  granting  of  licence  or  leave  of 
absence. 

A variety  of  problems  are  encountered  in  this  work,  but  with 
close  co-operation  between  the  persons  concerned,  these  can  be  met 
and  solved  to  the  benefit  of  the  patient.  In  this  area  a friendly  relation- 
ship has  been  established  between  the  patients,  relatives  and  the  Visitor, 
thus  tending  to  the  best  results  being  obtained  in  the  supervision  and 
care  of  the  patients. 

The  Occupation  Centre  continues  at  Waterside  and  visits  to  the 
parents  of  the  children  attending  reveals  great  appreciation  of  the  work 
being  done.  They  remark  upon  the  progress  made  by  the  children,  both 
in  general  ability  and  in  their  social  aptitudes.  The  children  attending 
are  very  keen  and  when  they  are  unable  to  do  so,  usually  through  ill- 
health,  they  are  very  disappointed. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 


I have  received  the  following  Report  and  Tables  from  Mr.  E. 
Mitton,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  under  the  Sanitary  Officers  (outside 
London)  Regtilations,  1935. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report  upon 
the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1954. 

During  the  year,  Mr.  F.  V.  A.  Smith,  who  was  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  this  Borough,  retired  after  43  years  of  loyal  and  devoted 
service.  I feel  that  it  is  both  an  honour  and  a privilege  to  have  been 
appointed  by  you  to  succeed  him  and  it  will  be  my  earnest  endeavour 
to  carry  out  the  duties  of  my  office  with  efficiency,  tact  and  technical 
skill. 

Towards  the  latter  end  of  the  year,  Mr.  H.  H.  Ford  and  Mr. 
H.  Nutter  both  obtained  positions  as  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors  to 
other  Authorities,  and  up  to  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  I regret 
to  say  that  their  places  have  not  been  filled. 

During  the  year  under  review,  new  legislation  has  placed  additional 
responsibilities  on  the  Department.  The  new  Food  and  Drugs  Amend- 
ment Act  became  law  but  was  postponed  till  a later  date  and  the  new 
Housing,  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  was  placed  on  the  Statute  Book,  but 
this  Act  became  workable  one  month  after  it  was  passed,  that  was  in 
August,  1954. 

This  latter  Act  placed  upon  Local  Authorities  the  task  of  more 
slum  clearance  and  called  for  a plan  of  action  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  which  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  being  considered  by  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees  in 
liaison. 

This  Act  also  revived  the  old  “ Rent  Act  Certificate  ” in  a new 
guise  and  under  a new  name — “ Certificate  of  Disrepair  ”,  and  up  to 
the  end  of  the  year  33  applications  had  been  received  for  such  Certifi- 
cates and  of  these  24  had  been  issued. 

The  effect  of  these  Certificates  is  to  postpone  the  permitted  increase 
of  rent  allowed  to  the  owner  of  a dwelling  house  which  is  still  subject 
to  the  Rent  Restrictions  Acts  if  the  house  is  not  in  good  repair  and  fit 
for  human  habitation  until  the  necessary  work  to  render  same  fit  has 
been  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Local  Authority. 

On  3rd  July,  1954,  meat  control  came  to  an  end  and,  after  negotia- 
tions between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Burton  Butchers’  Associa- 
tion earlier  in  the  year,  it  was  not  found  practicable  or  economical  to 
build  and  equip  a public  abattoir.

In  consequence,  when  control  was  ended,  provisional  licences  were 
granted  to  the  occupiers  of  10  additional  private  slaughterhouses  on 
condition  that  all  the  premises  were  put  in  a sanitary,  hygienic  and 
workable  condition.  This  waS  done  in  each  case  and  later  in  the  year 
the  licences  were  granted  for  a further  period  of  3 years,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  the  facilities  for  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  food 
appeared  to  be  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  town. 

During  the  year  also  certain  minor  amendments  were  made  to  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  one  of  the  principal  being  the  perman- 
ent inclusion  of  sheep  in  its  provisions.  In  addition,  a short  Act  was 
passed  making  it  compulsory  for  all  pigs  above  12  weeks  old,  whether 
killed  at  slaughterhouses  or  at  “ back  doors  ”,  to  be  stunned  with  a 
mechanically-operated  instrument  before  being  “ stuck  ”. 

There  is  also  an  Amendment  to  the  form  of  licence  granted  to 
slaughtermen  by  which  the  type  of  animal  and  instrument  must  now 
be  shown  on  the  licence. 

527  complaints  were  received  during  1954  and  in  every  case  the 
premises  were  visited  and  the  necessary  action  taken. 

Sanitary  defects  remedied  numbered  723  and  the  total  number  of 
visits  to  premises  for  all  purposes  during  the  year  was  10,400. 

In  29  cases  it  was  necessary  to  ask  for  authority  to  prosecute,  but 
most  of  the  work  was  carried  out  after  a warning  letter  had  been  sent 
by  the  Town  Clerk.

Early  in  the  year,  a new  site  was  licensed  to  accommodate  13  vans, 
proper  sanitary  accommodation  was  provided  and  all  the  necessary 
amenities  provided  by  the  owner. 

During  the  year,  7 caravans  have  been  parked  illegally  on  waste 
land  in  the  borough  and  in  all  cases  the  occupiers  have  been  persuaded 
to  move  to  proper  licensed  sites  either  in  or  outside  the  borough.  In 
3 instances,  however,  the  offending  caravan  occupiers  were  summoned 
at  the  Police  Court  and  the  Magistrates  duly  made  orders  for  the 
removal  of  the  caravans  and  this  was  done  eventually.

Grit  Emission.  Complaints  from  a large  number  of  house- 
holders in  one  part  of  the  borough  were  received  of  the  serious  nuisance 
from  the  chimney  of  certain  premises  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Hospital  Board.  The  matter  was  reported  to  the  appropriate  Govern- 
ment Department  under  instructions  from  your  Committee  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Seaion  106  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 


Offensive  Trades.  Two  marine  store  dealers  were  given  consent 
to  carry  on  their  trade  for  a further  12  months. 
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Knackers  Yard.  There  is  one  licensed  Knacker  Yard  in  the 
borough.  The  premises  are  under  constant  supervision  to  see  that 
the  business  is  carried  on  without  causing  nuisance. 

During  the  year  regulations  were  issued  for  the  further  guidance 
of  local  authorities  in  this  matter  which  contained,  amongst  other 
things,  provisions  against  causing  cruelty  during  slaughtering  and  also 
calling  for  adequate  records  to  be  kept  by  the  occupier  of  a Knacker 
Yard.

It  has  not  been  found  possible  to  undertake  any  organised  inspec- 
tion of  food  premises  this  year,  but  the  Inspectors  have  noted  conditions 
when  shops  have  been  visited  for  other  purposes  and  notices  have  been 
given  in  several  instances  to  cleanse  and  redecorate  the  interior  of  the 
premises. 


Food  Hygiene  Guild 

The  Food  Hygiene  Guild  still  continues  to  make  satisfactory 
progress,  but  perhaps  not  as  swiftly  as  one  would  like. 

At  the  end  of  1954,  there  had  been  79  applications  for  membership, 
43  of  which  had  been  awarded  a Certificate,  in  addition,  14  members 
had  made  application  for  renewal  and  in  every  case  the  premises  were 
found  to  comply  with  the  Code  of  Practice  for  that  particular  trade  or 
business  and  the  renewals  were  granted. 

Byelaws  under  Section  15  Food  and  Drugs  Act 

The  visits  made  by  the  Inspectors  to  premises  in  connection  with 
the  Food  Guild  have  resulted  in  43  shops  being  awarded  a Certificate 
of  Hygiene,  the  occupiers  having  complied  with  the  Codes  of  Practice 
which  were  compiled  by  the  Food  Traders’  representatives  and  the 
local  authority’s  officers  combined  and  this  has  resulted  in  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Food  Byelaws  being  carried  out  in  many  instances,  although 
the  visits  were  not  always  made  specifically  in  coimection  with  the 
Byelaws  themselves. 

The  Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods 

As  stated  in  another  part  of  this  Report,  control  was  removed 
from  the  slaughter  of  livestock  for  food  during  1954,  and  restrictions 
on  private  killing  removed. 

As  the  time  was  not  opportune  to  provide  a public  abattoir,  10 
private  slaughterhouses  were  re-licensed  after  a large  amount  of  work 
had  been  carried  out  by  the  occupiers  to  put  the  slaughterhouse 
premises  into  a sanitary  condition  once  again,  thus  making  the  total 
number  of  slaughterhouses  in  the  borough  at  the  end  of  the  year  (1954) 
13  and  1 knacker’s  yard. 

Ante  and  Post-Mortem  Inspection  of  Food  Animals 

A Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  attends  the  Cattle  Saleyard  in  Derby  Street  regularly  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  action  to  be  taken  in  the  case  of  any 
animal  suspected  of  disease  or  physical  disability. 
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The  inspection  of  the  carcases  after  slaughter  is  carried  out  by 
qualified  meat  and  food  inspectors.  During  the  year  125,026  carcases 
were  examined  and  115  tons  17  cwts.  3 qrs.  6 lbs.  of  meat  or  offals 
were  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  due  to  disease,  parasitic 
conditions,  injury,  etc. 

Disposal  of  Diseased  Meat  and  Unsound  Food  Stuffs 

Although  the  requirement  to  treat  with  a green  vegetable  dye  all 
condemned  meat  was  rescinded  with  the  advent  of  decontrol,  the 
Ministry  of  Food  asked  local  authorities  to  still  continue  this  practice 
where  possible,  and  I am  pleased  to  say  that  this  staining  of  diseased 
meat  is  still  continued  in  this  County  Borough.  Most  of  the  meat  and 
offals  rejected  as  unfit  is  collected  by  a firm  of  repute  and  contracted 
out  to  an  animal  feeding  stuff  manufacturer,  after  which  it  is  converted 
into  cat  and  dog  food  after  being  sterilised. 

In  the  case  of  the  bacon  factory  in  the  Borough,  the  meat  con- 
demned there  is  sterilized  in  digesters  on  the  premises  and  the  resultant 
fat  being  sold  for  commercial  purposes  and  the  residue  disposed  of  to 
fertilizer  manufacturers. 

Cysticercus  Bovis 

The  incidence  of  this  parasite  found  in  beef  animals  has  been 
almost  negligible  this  year  and  from  this  it  would  appear  that  the  action 
taken  by  local  authorities  during  the  past  5 years  has  borne  fruit  in 
exterminating  this  dangerous  tapeworm.

Outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning 

During  the  year,  2 cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  as 
follows : — 


Case  No.  1. 

The  affected  person  was  taken  ill  with  vomiting  and  diarrhoea 
which  was  severe.  He  was  moved  to  hospital  and  a test  on  a specimen 
of  his  faeces  revealed  the  presence  of  Salmonella  organisms,  but  nothing 
was  found  to  cause  the  infection.  The  patient  subsequently  recovered. 
No  other  person  was  affected. 

' Case  No.  2. 

In  this  case  a number  of  patients  and  staff  at  the  Andressey 
Hospital  were  taken  ill  with  pains  and  vomiting  and  diarrhoea.  After 
(exhaustive  enquiries,  it  was  established  that  the  affected  food  was 
pigs’  liver  ” obtained  from  a local  firm.  The  inference  being  that 
(same  had  become  contaminated. 

During  the  investigation,  no  criticism  was  levelled  at  the  kitchen 
!or  preparation  rooms  and  the  whole  establishment  was  found  to  be 
: run  on  most  hygienic  lines. 

After  a short  time,  the  outbreak  subsided  and  was  confined 
t entirely  to  the  hospital.

FERTILIZERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT,  1926

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

All  keepers  of  pet  shops  are  required  to  be  licensed,  the  conditions 
of  the  licence  being  suitable  and  clean  accommodation  for  the  animals 
or  birds,  proper  temperature,  ventilation  and  precautions  against  fire, 

I in  addition,  the  pets  must  be  provided  with  food  and  drink  whilst  in 
I the  shop. 

Nine  licences  were  issued  during  the  year,  all  the  premises  being 
i found  to  comply  with  the  conditions. 
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THE  INJURIOUS  WEEDS  ORDER,  1948 

In  two  instances  notices  were  served  on  occupiers  to  cut  down 
and  destroy  weeds  growing  on  land  in  their  occupation. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS 

Smithfield  Cattle  Market,  Derby  Street.  Owing  to  control 
being  removed  from  the  meat  trade  generally  during  1954,  the  Smith- 
field  Market  ceased  to  be  a Collecting  Centre  for  live  stock  on  behalf 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  There  are  now  the  usual  sales  by  auction 
which  were  held  before  the  war  and  these  are  carried  out  on  alternate 
dates  by  two  local  Auctioneers. 

Tuberculosis.  During  the  year,  one  case  of  tuberculosis  was 
discovered  among  cattle  on  the  farms  in  the  borough. 

Swine  Fever.  Three  suspected  cases  of  Swine  Fever  were 
reported,  one  of  which  was  confirmed. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease.  No  case  or  suspected  case  of  Foot 
and  Mouth  Disease  has  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  but 
on  two  occasions  Burton  was  placed  in  an  infected  area  owing  to 
outbreaks  of  this  disease  at  two  farms  within  a radius  of  15  miles. 

Anthrax.  No  case  of  Anthrax  occurred  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year. 

Fowl  Pest.  Two  cases  of  suspected  Fowl  Pest  occurred  in  the 
Borough,  but  in  neither  case  was  the  disease  confirmed. 

Publicity.  The  various  Orders  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
have  been  given  publicity  in  the  local  press. 

STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT,  ETC. 

There  are  117  licensed  petroleum  stores  having  a capacity  of 
195,320  gallons,  i.e.,  17  stores  containing  3,240  gallons  of  Petroleum 
Mixture  and  100  stores  containing  192,080  gallons  of  Petroleum  Spirit 
and  7 stores  where  Carbide  of  Calcium  is  stored,  the  total  amount  of 
this  commodity  being  10  tons  18  cwts.  2 qrs. 

EXPLOSIVES 

There  are  145  premises  in  the  Borough  registered  for  the  storage 
of  explosives  as  follows  : — 

139  dealers  in  fireworks. 

4 dealers  in  sporting  cartridges.
